In a letter dated May 
IS, Sgt. Fred Charles Evans writes 
his parents, Deputy-Reeve and 
Mrs. Arthur 1). Evans, that he had 
Just received his -personal parcel 
Which had been sent in January. 

Cause ol lh«S delay was tho ser. 
«ral changes in Hgt. Brans' ad- 
dress. The parcel went first to a 
camp where he had keen previous- 
ly, and when It finally reached 
him, someone had helped himself 
lo his chocolate bar a, &\m, 
pyjamas, socks and sweater. Tell- 
ing this, Hgt. Kvans added: "But 
I really can't complain when I con- 
sider the lot of others seen daily." 
Mrs. Kvans Interprets this to mean 
the Russian prisoners of war. 

In tho same letter, he says; "I've 
been away four years now but It 
shouldn't be much longer. Geale 
Hewson's friends dropped around 
to hco us the other day. They are 
frequent visitors these days.

It Is going to ha i\ nhanie to leave 
this camp biHiuise It certainly is 
the best we've struck so far. Thoro 
Is a chap here irom (Jeale's outfit 
named Torn Crundnll from doolie's 
Point.

GREAT WAR VETERAN, 
JAMES BREEH DIES 

James Brcen, Newmarket, died 
at Christie Street hospital, Tor- 
onto, on Sept. 30, in his 71st 
year. Mr. Brecn was n veteran 
of tho Croat War and had been 
in the hospital six weeks. 

Rev, Henry Cotton conducted 
the funeral service In the chapel 
of Rbadhotisc nn<l Hose on Mon- 
day. Oct. 2. Interment was 
made in the veterans' plot nt 
Nowmnrkot cemetery.

Wales, Jim McGhcc, 
Ted Mitchell, Alf. Smith, Jr., 
and Jack Wright. 



L.Cpl. M. B. Haines, who is serv- 
ing in France with the 6th Cana- 
dian Armored Regiment, wrote an 
interesting letter to his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Elliott Haines, re- 
cently. L.-CeI. Haines tells how 
ho narrowly escaped death threo 
times .during tho fighting between 
Caen and the Seine. 

L.-Cpl. Halites grew up In New- 
market, attending the King 
George, Stuart Scott and Newmar- 
ket high schools. Before enlisting 
in October, 11M1, he was employed 
at a. woollen mill in Georgetown. 
He trained at Camp Ronton and 

Ixing Branch and went overseas In 
October, 1941. going lo France on 
D-day. 

L.-Cpl. Haines' wife, formurly 
Jacqueline Stoddart of Shclburnc, 
lives in Brampton. 

"The last time I wrote we wero 
In Caen, gelling ready for the next 
push, which, as you know now, 
dealt a knock-out blow to Jerry," 
wrote L.-Cpl. Haines. "We have 
been on the move ever since that 
show started and are now well on 
our way to the Seine. The going 
has been lough most of. the way, 
but nt present we are. just coast- 
ing along with Jerry ahead of us 
on tho run. It was during this 
show that I nearly ceased to oxlsl 
and I'm sure It was only through 
the grace of <iod that I'm alright 
now. 

"My first close call came Just 
before we left Caen. We had Just 
flnlNhcd supper and a group of us 
were lying on our beds, beside tho 
road under a make-shift tent when 
a shell landed within 20 feet of ub. 
We didn't .hear It coming and the 
first thing we knew we were being 
showered with grave] and rubble 
Vouch to our dismay and surprise. 

"Of nil the men who were within 
the danger zone of that shell not 
one of us was touched and If you 
knew what shell-fire was, you'd 
agree that our escape was miracu- 
lous. I think the fact that tho 
shell dug its way deep Into the 
ground before exploding explains 



:he situation. If it had exploded 
on impact we would have all been 
forgotten men by now. 

••The next close one happened 
on our thrust from Caen and dur- 
ing one of my trips to a forward 
tank formation with an officer. A 
obeli from an SSmin. guu landed 
on the road between the front and 
rear wheels and all It did was 
break the windshield and a sriug 
shacklo. That shell was either a 
dud or an armor-piercing shell 
and had it exploded I would have 
been on equal terms with the air 
force for a limited period of time. 

"On another occasion I wns 
driving across a field in search of 
one or our tanks when my car 
struck a small mine with the re- 
sult that I lost n wheel and tiro 
Mild a few more pounds which I 
can ill afford. Had that mine 
been of the usual calibre once 
iiguln I would have taken a ride 
In the air without knowing U." 

L.-Cpl. Ha lues says he has had 
"tho satisfaction of seeing Ger- 
mans surrender by the thousands. 
They are so badly disorganized and 
confused it Is almost pitiful. The 
prisoners Include men from every 
race in Kurope and Asia and they 
are sure u weird looking collection 
of men." 

L.-Cpl. Haines thinks France Is 
much like Cnnndn. "W© are in 
lovely country at present and It 
Is u pleasant change from the 
harmless of the country we have 
left. This particular purt reminds 
me very much of the Orangovllle 
district— rolling farm laud, dotted 
with umnevous orchards and bush 
and small village* nestled In the 
valleys. The main highways are 
good In Ibis country, much better 
Hum En Knglaud and they also re- 
mind, me of roads in Canada. 

"From what I have seen so far. 
this country is very much like 
Ontario and the weather is wry 
much the samo too." 

fs.-Cpl. Haines has one* brother, 
VUu Harry Haines, serving' In 
Kngland. Two sisters, Hetty and 
June, live at homo.

Taxpayers Vote 






544 For; 102 Against 

Newmarket taxpayers voted five to one in favor 
of the purchase of Newmarket arena by the town 
at Tuesday's polls. The final count Tuesday night 
was 544 in favor of the purchase, 102 against it. 

Voting was light early in the day, picking up 
at noon and late afternoon despite the wet weather. 

The final count by wards was as follows : 

St. George, 1A, 116 for, 17 against; IB, 06 for, 
21 against; 

St. Andrew, 2A, 66 for, 12 against; 2B. 110 for, 
2& against; , 

St. Patrick, 3A, 105 for, 21 against; 3B, 51 for, 

four against. 

Arrangements arc being completed for the use 
of the rink this winter. It is necessary that a private 
bill be issued by the Ontario Legislature before the 
town can issue debentures for the payment of thb 
rink, however, in view of the overwhelming majority 
in favor of the rink, no difficulty is expected and the 
rink will be used as if already owned by tho com- 
munity. 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales, in a statement today, 

said: "It is pretty clear that the majority of the 
people in Newmarket want the arena. Those who 
opposed the purchase probably had good reasons for 
doing so but now that the vote is over, it is hoped 
that the citizens will whole-heartedly back the coun- 
cil's plans for community recreation." 

Reeve Fred Lundy said : *i feel that tho citizens 
still have confidence in their town and have a high 
regard for the welfare of tho young people. By the 
vote, it would appear the citizens consider the arena 
to be it very definite part of our community life and 
have made sure of this contribution to our young 

people." * 

Dcpnty-Itceve Arthur Evans; M I am pleased to 
see that the citizens of Newmarket have done their 
part. It is now up to the council to follow through 
and during the years to come give our citizens a 
community centre they will bo proud to own." 

Councillor Joel Spillette: W I am delighted that 
the ratepayers voted yes on that all important sub- 
ject. It would have been a misfortune had wo failed 
to tnko advantage of this opportunity. When the 
arena becomes organized, it will be an asset to the 

town." , 

Councillor Frank Bowser: "The property owners 
supported a very worthy project and in tho years ■• 
to come will have no cause to regret the purchase 

of the arena." 

Councillor A. V. Higginson: "I am very pleased 

at the outcome of tho vote, A community owned 

arena will bo a benefit to the youngsters of the town 

for years to come. It will provide a permanent place 

for community sj>orta and entertainment, a great 

advantage for Newmarket."

Th* party patriot who cries: "My party, 
right or wroi.g," is a poor citizen to nourish in a 
democracy. The basis of representative govern- 
ment is not party representation but individual 
representation. One party can serve as a check 
on the second party but who will check the first 
if not the citizens? There is no such check in 
the party loyalty, the declaration of which, was 
sought by our questioner.

HRE PREVENTION WEEK 

(By Fire Chief Joseph Brammax) 
Your local fire brigade takes advantage of fire 
prevention week to remind every home owner 
and tenant to use all precautions against fire, not 
only this week, but every week. 

Keep all pipes clean and in good repair. Do 
not allow combustible materials to collect, dis- 
pose of them as garbage or salvage. Do not use 
wooden or cardboard containers for ashes. Good 
housekeeping is one of the best methods of fire 
prevention. 

The provincial fire marshal's report shows an 
increase in 1943 of 1,200 fires over the previous 
year; but in the first nine months of this year, 
though the number of fires was reduced, fire loss 
was $7,897,063. 

Every citizen can be a soldier in this campaign 
by simply being careful with fire, watching his 
smoking habits, and removing all fire hazards 
from his home or place of business. Should a 
fire start, send in an alarm at once. Delayed 
alarms mean grea'er losses. 



PARTY LOYALTY 

The other day, we were somewhat startled by 
the question: "What is your political party, what 
are your political affiliations?" 

What startled us was the intensity with which 
the question was asked and the anxiety with 
which the answer was waited. When we said we 
had no party loyalties whatsoever, our interroga- 
tor departed shaking his head in utter disbelief. 

We are sorry, of course, to be such a dis- 
appointment to our interrogator but ^e could 
never see just why anyone should be bound to 
any particular party. Indeed, we have passed 
many otherwise idle evenings theorizing on a 
system, of partyiess government to which candi- 
dates would be elected on individual merit and 
not on the strength of a party platform. We are 
always stopped short, however, by the thought of 
the bedlam that would be caused by each man 
trying to state his platform in a limited length of 
time. 

In this circumstance, the party is an admirable 

time saver as it speaks for those whose general ■ 
line of thought is the same. 

, Unquestioning loyalty, when to a party, has ai- 



Nowhere has the evil of Naziism been so ap- 
parent as in its studied corruption of education. 
Citizens of a free nation are accustomed to a 
system of education designed to improve the 
student We find it difficult, therefore, to real- 
ize the terrible effect of Nazi teaching on youth. 
The result is not an educated citizen, but an un- 
balanced; mentally under-developed fanatic. 

In the early years of the war, we heard rumors 
of Nazi academies in which German youth were 
educated to fanaticism. Allied troops arc now 

meeting the product of those schools in ever in- 
creasing numbers. In a recent letter home, Bde. 
B. G. Jeffery Writes: '"The class of men we are 
fighting are rather a motley gang consisting of 
forced inhabitants of occupied countries down to 
the much-hated S.S. men. The latter are very 
stubborn and have to be almost annihilated 
before they give in. And then we have this 
Hitler youth who think that it is undying glory 
to fight for Dor Fuehrer." 

In recent days, two instances have occurred 
which have a direct bearing on Bde. Jeffery's 
letter. In the House of Commons, Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden charged that Gestapo Chief 
Heinrich Himmler is laying the foundation of a 
Nazi underground to keep Naziism alive during 
the post-war occupation of Germany by the 
Allies. - 

The second instance is the capture of a German 
document ordering experienced Nazi officers to 
save themselves for the future. This document 
says in effect: Until a few months ago Germany 
was within sight of victory. Germany will win 
the third war. Save yourselves to fight again. 

The conclusions are obvious. The Nazis have 
had 11 years in which to educate a generation. 
That generation is beyond redemption. That 
generation will be implacable foes to any attempt 
to "reform" Germany. Anything less than un- 
conditional surrender and stern policing of Ger- 
many is an invitation to a third war.

COOPERATIVES IN SASK. 



The following news .story, written 
by a stnCf cotreapomlunt. appeared 
i» ii recent Insuu of the Finan- 
cial Post: 

Keglim— The provincial govern- 
ment has iitomlncd to act du tho 
findings of u latmiu commute*) 
which It hn* a pointed to coruldcr 
plana fur the orgnntuttlon of.gov- 
c r n m e n t-siK>iiRorc<l cooperative 
farms in this province. Four nltcr- 
nntive schemes for the development 
of coopcmtlvc forming In Haokat- 
chewnn have been placed Woro 
tho committee which Is expected 
to suggest a variety «>f plana lor 
varying aUes of groups of formers 
under varying conditions, 

Funding completion of the study 
and report of tho committee, th« 
government, through the depart* 
Rteal of agriculture'^ co-operation 
and rnnrkeU branch. In already pro- 
moting and encouraging ono or ths 
schemes being studied by tho com- 
mittee, the cooperative ownership 
of farm machinery. 

FOR SMAIX rAKMF.lt 

The rour schemes being studied 
by the committee Include: 

<1> Organization of smalt groups 
of farmer* for the single purpose 
of operating a farm machinery co- 
operative unit. 

<2> Organisation of farm machin- 
ery and Implement units on the 
basis of the farmer group purchas- 
ing power and owning machinery 
plus co-operative use of labor and 
co-opuratlve methods of distributing 
the harvest product. 

(3) Katnbllshrnent of co-operative 
communities which would provldo 
for themselves all types of social 
services now available to urban 
communities The communities 
would be formed <> n the basis of 
tho co-operatives owning the land, 
machinery and educational, cultural 
and social facilities reoulrtd by the 
community. 

<■*) Purchase of land by the gov- 
ernment to be made available to 
returned soldiers to establish co- 
operative farms. 

The pioposuls. arising out of a 
conference of representatives of 
agricultural groups and existing 
co-operatives called together by the 
government, arc based on the pre- 
mise that while large sized farm 
operators are able to utilize power 
machinery economically and In ad- 
dition to enjoy a reasonable social 
life operators of small and medium 
sized farms arc unable to operate 
sufficient equipment and not be 
crushed by excessive production 
costs for machinery and labor. So- 
cially the small farmer Is discon- 
tented because of loneliness, over- 
work and poor pay. 

Final government approval nnd 
sponsorship Is expected to be given 
to a combination of the four 
schemes: Work of the present 
committee will bo mainly that of 
assembling data on which various 
programs can be launched. Special 
reference will be given by the gov- 
ernment to the needs of war veter- 
ans and when plans arc completed 
in more detail it Is believed that 
negotiations will be opened with 
federal government officlnls res- 
ponsible for administration of the 
veterans, to bring about amend- 
ments to the net to provide for co- 
operative plans. 

Provincial officials Interested in 
the developing plans believe that 
large-scale operations on a co-oper- 
ntlve basis would permit the use 
of the most modern type of equip* 
ment requiring heavy capital out* 
lays which could not he financed by 
the small farmer individually. They 
slate that such operations would 
provide for a more efficient divis- 
ion of labor and that It would allow 
a diversified ami more self-sustain- 
ing operation than a small farm. 
Diversified production In large 
units would not only provide 1 , year- 
long employment for the field 
worker but would afford more pro- 
tection against tho hoznrdsof farm- 
ing and would provide a more sat- 
isfactory social life for the members 
of tho co-operative unit.

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Again I wish to thank you for 
your kind and generous thoughts 
in sending me more cigarets," reads 
a letter from Lieut. R. L. Chantter 
to the Newmarket Veterans* Sold- 
iers' Comforts fund. "I hope you 
will forgive my tardiness as the 

cigarets arrived some two or three 
weeks ago. 

"We have had a very Interesting 
(Ime in the past month even if we 
have had very little time for cor- 
respondence. Our advance through 
France recently has been amazing 

to us. Some days we advance as 
much as .30 miles and other days as 
little as two to three miles. As an 
Infantry soldier looks at the war in 
the light of his own Immediate 
front, because It Is that particular 
area he is most concerned with, his 
mental picture of the war Is in- 
clined to become quite localized. 
In the last month we have all 
learned again that our advance and 
that of others must be co-ordinated 
and mutually supporting. Some of 
the armchair strategists may not 
think So miles in a day is such a 
great advance when he looks at the 
map of France but to the men here 
it is quite a magnificent feat. I'm 
sure the men of your association 
will agree with the men here. 

"We have had some* other fine 
experiences such as making attacks 
while riding on tanks or while rid- 
ing In priests. The priests are tank 
hulls open at the top and carry 
about 12 to 15 men with equipment. 
While advancing In our many and 
varied ways we have come through 
a great deal of country over which 
you men fought in the last war. It 
Is certainly country that lends Itself 
to defence, so we consider that 
when the Germans did not make 
any great stand here this time they 
must be on the verge of admitting 
defeat. The American and British 
troops are doing a magnificent job. 
I hope they can keep rolling— right 
to Berlin. 

"I rarely see any Newmarket lads 
as we get little opportunity of see- 
ing anyone outside our unit. I 
met Capt. Jack Patterson the other 
day. He Is looking exrtremely well 
and seems very happy. I believe he 
Is with a martlme Infantry unit."

"One would almost Imagine that 
with so much experience It Is 
quite a simple matter to sit down 
and write a letter expressing grati- 
tude for the thousand and one 
things our folks at home are doing 
to make this separation from them 
easier for us," writes LAC L. R. 
Willis in a letter to the Newmarket 
Veterans* Comforts fund. "But you 
can't find so many words that will 
do the job satisfactorily. 

"Once again the good old Vets 
have delivered the goods and once 
again all I can says Is thanks a 
million.. This last lot of smokes 
made record time. The label was 
postmarked Hamilton, Aug. 31. 

"Since D-day we have felt pretty 
much left out of things In this par- 
ticular command. At the same time 
we realize that all of us can't be in 
the front line. Our boys are fin- 
ally getting the chance to show the 
folks at home Just what they mean 
when they say thanks for every- 
thing. It has been a long wait for 
a lot of them. 

"Just now predictions as to 
when Jerry will collapse are a dime 
a dozen. Today the restrictions on 
blackouts are being eased a little 
which will bring gladness into a 
great many hearts. It is hard to 
realize that there are children 
seven and eight, years old who do 
not know what street lamps are 
like. 

"Since my last letter to you I 
have clone quite a bit of travelling. 
I went to Dundee, Scotland, for 
ten days' sick leave and really had 
a marvellous time. The people 
were grand and did everything 
possible to mako my visit Interest- 
ing and enjoyable. Since my return 
from there X have visited London- 
derry* Belfast, Portrush and the 
Oiants Causeway. 

'There were quite a number of 
Canadian sailors in Londonderry 
but unfortunately ■ X did not run 
Into any I knew. The city -is quite 
quaint and we had a very interest- 
ing tour through It. There Is a 
huge wall around what is the orig- 
inal city and It was quite Interest- 
ing to walk around it as it offered 
a good view of tho newer portions 

of the city. 

"Bolfast U a very nice place and 
quite popular with Canadian ser- 
vice personnel. *n.ere is a lovely 
Canadian Legion club which just 
opened up a few weeks ago and, 
of course, lota of theatres and 
dance hi\\\a. AM In all It is a very- 
pleasant place to spend somo time. 

"Portruah Is a very lovely sea- 
sldo resort on tho north Atlantic 
coast. I only had a couple of 
hours thcro but what little I saw 
of the place certainly intrigued me. 
The vacation season was In full 
swing at tho time and there were 
crowds everywhere. It Is only 
thrco quarters of an hour run from 
rortrush up to the famous Giants 
Cauaeway. Ono really has to see It 
to enjoy It. My only regret was 
that I didn't havo more time In 
which to explore tho whole coast- 
line. 

"Well, friends, that seems to 
cover everything. Wo are all 
counting the days until we can 
recount nil these adventures to you 
personally In peaceful surround- 
ings."

THRILLING EXPERIENCE 



Lieut. Herbert Snell, Toronto, 
son of Mrs. Thomas Dann, Au- 
rora, had a thrilling experience 
in Italy recently. Crossing a 
river, he and his men found the 
remains of a heavy tank battle 
with many Canadian tanks 
knocked out by fixed German 
positions and superior fire 
power. The group under Lieut 
Snell were from a Canadian 
reconnaissance unit and they en- 
countered German paratroopers, 
whom they 'forced to withdraw 
after killing and wounding many 
and taking 15 prisoners. 

They then pushed on to rescue 
the Canadian wounded, many of 
whom had been lying without 
aid for 36 hours. When further 
difficulties arose, the light 
Honey tanks of the unit received 
aid from three giant Sherman 
tanks and succeeded in complet- 
ing their mission. With the 
enemy putting up stiff resist- 
ance, the unit advanced 24 miles 
in eight days. 

Lieut Snell is a graduate of 
Upper Canada College and Ecole 
Internationale at Geneva, Switz- 
erland. He was employed with 
a Toronto department store be- 
fore enlisting.

iPleading guilty to a chargo of 
Illegal possession or liquor, Brue-a

ana costs or ono month in Jail. 

County Constable Ronald Watt 
testified thai he searched the de- 
fendant'? car at midnight on Sept. 
30 at Wilcox l,ake and found 12 
pints of beer, one bottle of which 
was opened and partly consumed. 
His worship ordered the beer con- 
fiscated. 

A charge of theft laid against 
Gordon McXeice, Toronto, was 
dismissed and Ills companion, John 
Harvey, Toronto, who was Jointly 
charged, was found guilty and re- 
manded one week for sentence. 

The defendants wero charged 
with stealing a blanket, two pil- 
lows, two pillowcases, three Jugs 
anil a mirror, the total value of 
which was estimated at under $25, 
from tho cabins of Carl Swanson, 
Schomberg Junction, on Sept. 21.

Cross-examined, the witness stat- 
ed that she did not actually see 
Mr. Hnrvoy and Mr. McMelce take 
tho articles but that no otltor per- 
sons had visited the cabins.
